Coriica hath alfo in this qnarterv feveral 
fmaller havens, which are ufcful for the re- 
ception of little veflels. , 

Bonifaccio is an ufeful harbour, much 
- frequented fince the oldeft times, .and very 
fit for. Trade. 
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fiiflii'Iis «hot a port of the firft cdnfide- 
iratibrtV 'ia*'' fhips of war cannot cntfer it; 
But it^Hatha riidle. for the convenience * of 
Ixnair veflelsi for which it is very well fitted* 
'Theiflands of Gorgona^ Caprajsfc and Ilva, 
or the Elbe, are placed at no great diftance 
in the fea which rolls between the eaft 
coaft of Corfica and Tufcany^ with the 
Pope*s dominions; fo that fmall yeffels can 
never b6 at a lofs for prote<ftion,.fhould any 
(bdden ftorm come upon them, as they cai^ 
run into any of thefe Iflanda. 

Macinajo is not one of the principal har-* 
hours in Corfica^ though it is very fafe and 
commodious for veflels of a light conftruc- 
tion. I mention Matinajo, becaufe it was 
from thence that the expedition fet fail 
againft Capraja, as will be afterwards feeh. ,

They 
ihew with particular triumph, a (hell which 
the enemy threw into their village, to oblige 
them to furrendcr. They have placed it 
in a niche on. the outfide of their church, 
to ferve as a memorial of their deliverance, 
and to infpire them with greater zeal and 
devotion when they go to divine worfhip. 

From Tomino eaft to Baftia, is about 
26 miles of a country much diverfified with 
hilh, and abounding in fprings. On the 
coaft are a number of poor fifhing towns, 
jand a little up the country, there are feveral 
villages or hamlets prettily enough fituatcd. 

Baftia has of a long time been reckoned 
the capital of Cqrfica, It was here that the 
Genoefe held the feat of their fovereign 
power : and indeed Baftia is ftill the largeft 
town in the ifland. It has a ftately appear^ 
ance ffom the fea, beir\g built on the dc^ 
clivity of a hill ; though upon entering the 
town, one is a good deal difappointed ; for 
the houfes are in general ill biiilt, and the 
ftrcets narrow, and from the fituation of 
the town, are negeffarily very fteep. Thete 



are hawwcr fovei?al;pjfctty good buildings 
her«,. uJff h^thv* caftk, which commands

territory, called terra nuova, the New 
Land, as is .alfo the cathedral of Baftia, 
whicji. has,. no thing very remarkable* It 
belongs to the bifhoprick of Mariana. 
, , . Xhe phurjcji of St, John in this city, by 
no meajis aji inelegant building, belongs wr 
the Jefuits, who haye here a college. Their 
g^irden is finely fituated, large, and well laid 
pqt. . This they owe in a great meafure to 
the Fren^h^. who have beeri ftat^oned in 
Corfica at different times. From them the 
inhabitants have learned much of what 
they know ftf the arts and conveniences of 
life, . There is herq a convent of Lazarift$ 
or miffipnaries, a v^u, and magnificent houfe, 
almoft overhanging the, fea. The convent

Itt the center of tlie'Illand ihnds Cort^^ 
l?rhirfi is properly its tapital, and* will 'un- 
doubtedly be on6 day a city * of emlnfeAce. 
Here is the gcneraVs palace ; and here^ Is the 
fupreme feat of juftice, where the executive 
power conftantly refides, and wherfe the legil- 

lature is annually aflcmbled; and here alfo is 
the univer(ity> which in time may become a 
diftinguifhed feat of learning, though I muft 
not allow my enthufiafm to indulge itfelf m 
too eager hopes of feeing Corfica ah Atnehs^ 
as' well as a Thebes. 

Cbrte is lituated part at the foot, and part 
on the declivity of a rock, in a plain fur- 
rounded with prodigious high mountains, 
and at the conflux of two rivers, theTavigna-^ 
no and Reftonica. It hath a great deal of rich 
country about it, and a wonderful natural 
ftrength, being hemmed in by almoft impaf- 
fable mountains and narrow defiles, which 
may be defended with a » handful of men, 
againft very large armies* 

Upon a point of the rock, prominent above 
the reft, and. on every fide perpendicular, 
ilands the caftle or citadel • It is' at the back 
of the town, and is almoft impregnable^ there( 
being only one winding paflage to climb up

In the plain, on the north of Corte, there 
is a convent of Capuchins, and.on the fide 
of the hill, to the fouth of the City, there 
is a convent of Francifcans. Here the ge^ 
neral lived while his palace was repairing; 
and here all ftrangers of refpeft are lodged. 
From this convent, one has. the beft view 
of the city of Corte.

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In the center of thclfland ftands Cort^# 
■which is properly its tapital, and will un- 
doubtedly be ond day a city of eminence. 
Here is the general's palace ; and here Is the 
fupreme feat of juftice, where the executive 
power conftantly refides, and wherfe the legiP- 
lature is annually aflcmbled; and here alfo is 
the univerfity, which in time may become a 
diftinguifhed feat of learning, though I muft 
not allow my cnthufiafm to indulge itfclf in 
too eager hopes of feeing Corfica an Athens^ 
as' well as a Thebes. 

Corte is fituated part at the foot, and part 
on the declivity of a rock, in a plain fur- 
rounded with prodigious high mountains, 
and at the conflux of two rivers, theTavigna- 
no andReftonica. It hath a great deal of rich ' 
country about it, and a wonderful natural 
ftrength, being hemmed in by almoft impaf- 
fable mountains and narrow defiles, which' 
may be defended with a. handful of men, 
againft very large armies.

The different kinds of grain in Corika^aie 
wheat> barley, rye and millet i all of wbii^ 
grow extremely well in feveral parts of the 
country. There are no oats here, as indeed 
hardly ever in any of the fouthcrn coun«> 
tries. They give their horfes and mules 
barley. The millet is excellent in Coriica» 
and when onixed with rye, makes a whole* 
fome bread, of which the peafants are very 
fond. Cheflnuts may be reckoned a fort 
of grain in Corfica ; f^r they anfwer all the 
purpofes of it. The Corficans eat them 
when roafted by way of bread. They even 
have them grinded into flour, and of that 
they make very good cakes. 

There is a vaft quantity of honey produ- 
ced in CorUca ; for the ifland has from the 
earlieft times been remarkable for its fwarma 
of bees. When it was fubjcd to the Ro-p 
mans, a tribute was impofed upon it of nQ

There arie ia Godicay a great many mines 
of lead, copper, iron, add lilirer. Near to 
San Fiorenzo is a very rich filver niino, 
yielding above the value of 5I. ftcrfing out 
of every 1 00 lib. weight of ore» The Cor- 
lican iron is remarkably good, having a 
toughnefs nearly equal to that of the pre- 
pared iron of Spain, famous over aH * the 
world. It is faid that the true Spaniih bar- 
rels are niade of iron which has been worn 
aiid beat for a long time in heads' of nails 
in the (hoes of the mules, who travel with 
a flow and incefTant pace along the hard 
roads. But a very fmall proportion of the 
great quantity of Spanifh barrek, which arc 
fold in all parts of Europe, can have this 
advantage. The metal of the (Dbffican 'bar- 
rels is little inferiqur to that of the gene- 
rality of Spanifli ones, and they begia to 
make them very well. ' ^,

There is' here a kind of gf knitc, tiitttm^-' 
-ly hard, fome of it approachii^ iti quality 
to the oriental g^ranite, which was fi> famous 
at Rome, and of which fuch noble colutnns 
are ftill remaining) faid to have been brought 
from Egypt. I fear it would be extrava- 
gant to conjefture, that fome of thcfe co- 
lumns may have beeti the produce of Cof- 
fica ; for, befides the perfcftion of the hi- 
' croglyphicks, which prove them to have 
been in Egyt>t, I queftioii if fuch large 
pieces of granite could be raifed in Corfica. 
There is here likewife porphyry, and a great 
variety of jafper. The magnificent chaipel 
of the grand duke of Tufcany, at Florence, 
is finiflied with Corfican jafper, with which 
its infide is* elegantly incrufted, and has a 
moft beautiful appearance.. 

On the borders of the lake of Ino^ they 
' find pieces of rock chryfld) 'very dieary arid 
with five fides, as if they had been cut by 
a lapidary* They find fome of it too in 
the mountains of Iftria. It is fo hard, that 
it ftrikes fire 5 and the Corficans frequently 
ufe it for flint to their fufils* 

Near to Baftia, there is found a fort of 
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3EnInei:al, i^^tUl^ by tkfi pounitfy pcop^e^ pctra 
quadratic baciufe it is always found in little 
iquai^ bits.

From the defcripition of Corfica, which 
I have now given, it will appear to be a 
country of eoafiderable importance. Ac- 
cording to Mt. Templeman*s Tables, in his 
New Survey of the Globe, the ifland con- 
tains 2520 fquare mil^s. It hath a niim- 
ber of good harbours. Its air is excellent, 
and its produftions rich and various. 

I (hall conclude this chapter with Homer's 
defcription of Ithaca, which, in general, 
may be well applied to Corfica.

ALTHOUGH many diftlnguIOicd 
authburs have^ in Conformity wkh 
the tafte of the age, rcjedled every inquiry 
into the origin of nations, and prefented 
their readers with nothing but what Can be 
clearly attefted ; I confefs, I am not for hu- 
mouFing an inordinate avidity for pofitivc 
evidence. By being accuftomed to demon- 
ilration, or what approaches near to it, and 
at no time giving any credit to what we <lo 
not fully comprehend, we are apt to form 
^ pride and infolence of underftanding ; jthc 
mind acquires a hardnefs and obftinacy, in^ 
confiftent with the true intention of our 
faculties in this imperfect ilate, and is ren- 
dered unfit for the reception of many im- 
portant truths. 

But not to deviate into metaphyfical fpe- 
culation^y I have always thought, that even 
the dark and fabulous periods are worthy qf 
fome attention. The foundeft heads among 
the Micicnts thought fo ; and their works

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ace tber^re more agreeable, thdn' If ^ ttidy 
had confined themfelves to ftriA autfaeo^ 
Ucity. The origin of every niticai/isj as 
lAvy' fzySf * Poeticis decora fabuHs {a)\ 
Adorned with poetical fables/ Thde "arr 
always amufing to the imagination, when 
neither tedious, nor too extravagant.: We 
love to be led on in a gradual progrds, and 
to behold truth emerging from obfeurity^ 
like the fun breaking thro' the clouds* Such 
ft progrefs makes a part of our own nature^ 
which advances from the dawnings of beiug 
in our* infancy, to greater and greater in* 
telligence. 

They, whofe genius isdireded to th^ Audy 
of antiquities, foefides the immediate delight 
which fuch traditions afi^rd them, ar^ ofttti 
able, from hints feemingly detached and 
unimportant, td trace the fundamental firuth, 
and extend the bounds of reality. Few 
indeed have that peculiar turn for inquiry, 
to deferve the name of antiquarians. But 
there is an univerfal principle of cutiofity, 
Svith rcfpeft to times paft, which makes 
even conjedhires be received with ^ a kindof 
pleafing veneration ; and although the gresit 
end of hiftory is inftrudtion, I think it is

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This account 6£ the fil-ft peopling' of Qor^ 
fica, is a very curious piece of ancient • hiA- 
tbry. It is indeed very probable, diar 'the 
Pheniciana, or the Phocdans^ <were its ori^^ 
ginal inhabit&nts ; jfeeiftg they were the fii-ft 
great navigatjours in the weftern part of the 
worldly and fent out colonies to toany diiftaiit 
tountfies, • i 

It afterwards got the Aaiiie df KJpw, CyrA 
nus, frofti the number of itfe promontorilitf i 
and Ifidorus {a) relates the manner in whi^h 
it got the name of Corfica. Aocx)fding td 
him> Corfa, a Ligurian wotnabi having- ^ 

ten obferved a bull fwim over to the iflttli^

and return much fatter, (he had the cofidlity 
to follow him in a little vefiel ; and fo difr 
covered the ifland, with all its beauty 
and fertility. Upon which the Ligudans' 
fent thither a colony 5 and from Corfa, who 
had made the difcovery, they called theijftand 
Corfica. This is ludicrous enough ; but 
we may trace, what has given rife, to ,fo exr 
traordinary a fidion, when We confidef, 
that very probably, a people from the op- 
pofite coaft of Italy, either the X'igurians,

J !. Whatever mayr:hcm thii coAJftfture, it 
la cffltain, thi»t lits^ n^ict maft^rs: were the 
Ckrdiagiiiians^ Who^xt^nded dieir conquefts 
€f?cri all the iftands of the Mediterranean, 
^ri&otle rdates' a mc^ extl^aordinary pieit 
of Punick policy, with refpe<a to Corfica. 
Finding that it Wfts" difficult to keep the in- 
hafeitante in fubjec^ion, they ordered the 
whole of the vlne^ and olives in the ifland 
to be I ^pulled up, aod forbad the Corficans, 
tthdcr the paia of death, to few their fields 
Witfc ^ny kind of graifi, fo that they might 
be 45e|»t in the ' tnoft abfolute depcndance ; 
arid, though poffcffed of a vtry fertile ter- 
ri|6¥f , be dblJged to refort to Africa, to feek 
tlie b^tsfi neceflaries of life. So early was 
tiic cowardly and barbarous policy of a 
ti^uiing rep^blick exercifed againft this 
people. 

Coi^fiea next pafled under the dominion 
o£ RxMfie. In thie ficift Puniok war, and 
about the 49 3 year from the building of the 
cityi Lucius Cornelius Scipio conquered the 
ifl$n4 (^)> being oppofed by an army of-

It appears howc9)er> that tbe Gdr&EMM 
could not bear iiifajaftion with patictioe^ &r 
they were continually attempting tot/^g^t 
free. Of this» we have an inftane* in itfae 
epitome of the twentieth book of. Livy. 
We next find them engaged againfl; M% IHr 
narius the praetor^ who flew 2 coo of diein, 
obliged them to give hoftages, and took 
them bound to pay a tribute of i ooocksi lib. 
of wax, every year {a). AftDerwards G. 
Cicereius the praetor^ was obliged to ^give 
them battle^ when 1700 of them >wcrc 
killed^ and upwards of .ia7o taken pri&- 
ners, aiui upon this occaiion^ their annual 
tribute was increafed to 200000 lib. weight 
of wax {i). From thefe inftances^ we 
may fee that Coriica was formerly much 
more populous than it is now^ and th«t it 
hath been able to furnifh amazing quanti- 
ties of honey. We are told by Pliny, that 
Papyriijs Nafo firft triumphed ovetr - the 
Corficans on the Alban mount {c). -

founded two colonieb in Corfica* The .ifland 
. was> iUke tfateir other provinces^ governed by 
la praetor. It was alfo made. t6 lerve for a 
place qfexakf and was very proper fdr 
^vwhat they called ' Relegatio: in infulanjis 
^ baniflimeBt to an ifland/ But the Romans 
never had a firm hold of this country, where 
that fpirit of liberty^ which tyrants call re- 
bellion, was ever breaking forth. . 

Qathe irmption of the barbarous nations, 
Corfica ihared the fame fate with the other 
dominioBS of the ruined empire. It fell a 
prey to the Goths, who eflabliflied there 
the feudal fyflem, as they did in every other 
country to which their arms penetrated. 
Some authaiirs &y, that Corfica was con* 
queredby Alarick,the £rfl: kingof the Goths; 
but acconling to.Procopius, it was conquered 
by a detachment fent out by Totilas [a). 

From this period, the hiflory of Corfica is 
for many s^ges a continued feries of wars, 
'. ravigec and definition, by a variety of con- 
tending, powers. We are here very much in 
' the dark, without any fuificient clew to guide 
us. We find in many authours detached re->

I ffiall however give a fliort view of what 
feems to have been the progrefs of events. 

When the power of the Saracens rofe to 
that height, of which we read with amaze- 
ment, they drove the Goths from Corfica, 
and maintained the dominion there for a 
confiderable time. 

It is believed, that they firft gave the title 
of kingdom to Corfica ; and, to this day, the 
coat armorial of the ifland bears a Moor's 
head on its fliield. 

There are Moorifli coins frequently dug 
up in Corfica ; and near to Ajaccio, are Sa- 
racen tombs, which appear to have had 
feme magnificence. They are fubterraneous 
vaults, fupported by ftone pillars ; and in 
thfem are found fepulchral urns of an eirthen 
compofition, fimilar to brick. 

It appears that the Pope has always had a 
view towards the annexing of Corfica ta*h5s 
territories. And, that he at diflferent tinies 
inftigated the kings of Arragon, as well 4s 
the fovereighs of France, to make againft It, 
what in the ftile of thofe fimes was called a 
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imly w^,^ whidi kiod pf w^s were always 
cakulated to {crve the political Tiew$ of the 
holy father* ... . 

At laft, Corfica was adually conquered by 
one of the ki^gs of France 1 fqipc fay, by 
Pepin> ^nd others^ by Charles M^tel. The 
Gorfkans (hew to this day> a ibunt^% pal- 
led by the name of Charles, in the pievc of 
Alef«Lni> and^ as they fay, on the fppt where 
this gallant prince vanquiflied the jyioor s ; 

By t^ie kings of France, Corfica was re- 
iigne4f in a perpetual gift, to tjbe holy fee; 
The Saracens; however, from time to tim^ 
returned 1 fo that the pope had but a very 
feeble and uncertain fway* 

The Qenpefe availing themfeWes pf the 
diftradled ftate of the ifland, had very early- 
contrived to fettle a colony at Bonifaccio 1 
and emboldened by degrees, they landed 
troops on other p^f ts of the country, and 
began to bear a formidable appearancQ. . 

This cpuld not fail to incenfe the court 
of RQme^ and to draw down. upon them the 
thundefs of the Vatican^ from whence the 
holy father ufedi in thofe ages, to fulminate 
with fcrious eifed againft the greateft pow- 
ers in EuropCi Accordingly, the Genoefe 

E 
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were excommunicated by poft Gre^yty the 
feveifth, which made them at that cimeicte- 
fift from their projeft. 

In this fluctuating fituation Coriiea cdn- 
timied^ till one of the popes^ but whkh of 
them, hxftorians are not agreed, feht thiifter 
Hugo Cokmna, a noMeman of Rome, a0- 
eompanied by ieveral others of the Roman 
nobility, with a* good force under his com- 
mand, in order te expel the infidels £rom 
the iiland* When Colonna landed, he was 
joined by many of the iehabitantd, who 
(during the ftruggle which had been iiib- 
fiftlng fo long, and with fuch violence,) had 
again and again endeavoured to maintatn 
themielves in a ftate of freedom, and had 
eleded a certain nun^r of chi&h, toi whoHi 
they gave the title of caporali. 

Thefe caporali g^e all the aid in their 
power to Colonna ; and, by their infloenoe 
ever the people, they foon bfo\ight togedisr 
fiich a body of men, that Colonna Was eri- 
abled totally to rout the Sa!^<2dns^ find 16 
dlfpoflcfs them for ever* 

The Moors^ being rendered de(%5fa(te fey 
thii unexpeAed blow, were forced to- ijuh 
the ifland ; but before they went, they \mim 
all that they poUibly could ;, and to this we 
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of their ancient monUtnenO aisd publiqfc '^^

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^The iihirid remtined for fome time inM^ 
lerible quiet. But, |iaitly frotm diediflbnr 
•fions of different parties. tmca:i(g tibcmfdyte^ 
ever impatient of contradidion, and part^ 
from the repeated attacks of thie Genp^e^ 
whofe hankering .after this Uttle kingdom 
itiU continued, there were fuch difor<krs» 
and inch a defedt of good goyernment> ^9t 
Jthe Pope thought proper to make it over to 
*he Pifans^ who were then in great power*; 

This grant was upon advantageous terms 
for the holy father^ like the many grantjs.of 
fiefs which he ufed to give to various prin- 
ces, to be held of the fee of Ronxe^ A legrn*' 
cd ProfeiTour of the univerfity of Pifa, . his 
compofed a very curious difTertation concern*^ 
ing the ancient dominion of his countrymen 
over Coriica^ , It is to be found in thp ¥IL 
volume of the EfTays of the Academy of 
Cortona,* 

The Pifans, while their republick ilou- 
riihed^ and their force was confiderable, main-^ 
tained their authorit)^ over Corfica to very 
good purpofe; and, as far as we can gather 
from different authours, the iiknd enjoyed 
more repofe and tranquillity 'during this, pei^ 
riod, than it has qyer been known tp enjpy^ . 
But this calm was of fhort duration 5 for 
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♦hte'rOcftoefoi' irritated to I firid themftlves 
now ^SQ&adly excluded* from van iflaoid on 
.'which thSy had long fet their htarts ; and 
biing likewife the determined rivals of Pifit, 
a keen and obftinate war was carried on be- 

• • • 

tween thefe ftates ; at laft, the Genbefe pl-e- 
vailed, in the famous fca-fight at Malbra, 
near the mouth of the Arn6 5 after which, 
they got entirely the maftcry of Pifa, arid 
fo were at length enabled to feize upon Cor- 
fica, about the beginning of the fourteenth 
century. 

' Thus were the Corficans, for the firft time; 
brought under the power of the Genoefe ; 
with whom they have fince had fuch ftrug- 
gles for that freedom, which they appear to 
have at all times attempted to recover. 

If I have erred in any part of thi^ recital, 
1 am fure it is without any intention. I 
know fome Genoefe writers have maintain- 
ed, that a fignor Ademar, of their nation, 
was employed in the firft conqueft of the 
ffland by the kings of France. I cohfefs I 
do riot fee flifHcient authority for this. But 
fiippofing* it had been fo, Ademar could on- 
ly be an officer under the French king. We 
are tertain, that the French king mkde the

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ConqueA, becaofe lie aft«rwar4s mA^ a j|f|

But {would not dwell long vpon fadv 
difquifitions. There are many pieces kMiel|p 
pubHfbed^ bpih by the Corfics^s and tiie 
Genoefe ; u\ which the autheurs, with gc^% 
labour^ endeavour to refute each others hy^ 
pothefes with regard to many ancient fa^ 
in the hiftory of Corfica^ Here indeed^ 
there is full fcope for all parties j iince thofo 
periods are fo obf(;rure« that every writer 
may fill them up according to the turn c^ 
his imagination ; Jufl: as people who are an 
broad in a dark nighty may with equal 
keennefsi and equal appearance of reafqn^fv 
^rm, that they iee objeds totally diflfereDt. ,

length, nature will revolt, and ^e or^&ai 
rights of men will call for rcdrcfe. i 

The Genoefe were the worft natioa ta 

whom Corficff could have fallen. TheCoc*- 

ficans were a people impetuous, violoU aiA 

brave t who had weathered many a jObwcm j 

and who could not have been governed, iMife 

by a ftate of which they flood fometviiat 

in awe, and which, by humanity aftd psoh: 

""'encouragement, might. have conciiiatoi 

affeftions. Whereas, the G^oof^ 

■ a, nation of lepublicans. juft in th** 

ibourhood of the. iflanders^ Whoha4 

been their enemies i %yho hadinwdCilSb

* They took a dired: contrary courfe ^ and,^ 
although l^ey did not ufe fo defpecate a:

What ihewcd the Gerioefe polity in «h6 
Wofft light, and could not but bft vefjr gkl- 
Kng to the Corficans who remained at hom6>' 
Was, that many of thefe ilkndefs. Who ha<i 
gone over to the continent, mude a diftin^' 
guiftied figure in moft of the European 
ftates, both in learnings and in arms- -'-'^ 
• About An* 1550, Coffica revived under 
the condu<ft of a gi^eat hero, who afofe.ifij^ 
the deliverance of his ccfuntry. This WaJ 
Sampiero di BaftcHca. H6 early difcovere^l 
extraordinary parts and fpirit ; and had thfe iS^

He reprcfented to Henry, that as the Ot^ 
nciefe had taken part with the emperdur, 
his majefty was debarred from all entranetf 
to Italy by fea ; whereas, by putting him-'- 
felf in poffeilion of Corfica, he might h^ve 
a free pafTage through the Mediterranean, 
and might, at the fame tim^ employ that 
ifland as a commodious garrifon, where 
troops and warlike ftores might be lodged, 
to be from thence thrown in upon Nij^les 
or Tufcany, as the fituatidn of affairs ihOtttd^ 
require. 

An expedition was therefore ordered W 
Corfica, in the year 1553, under the command^ 
of general Paul de Thermes, accompanied' 
by Sampiero di Ornano, Jourdain des Ur^ins, 
and feveral other able commanders. Henry^ 
had alfo the Turks joined with him in this 
expedition; having prevailed with thfeir em- 
perour, Solymari, ftyled the miagnificent, t& 
fend out a large fleet to the Tiifcan fea fa J.' ' 
This expedition was potverfully oppoftd

Th? war was cafricd on with vigour on 
t}piE^ S4^^ , At firil however, feveral of the 
b^ft : Jto wns . w^e taken by the French and 
Turl^^> p^tioularly Ajaccio, where were a 
jQli^p^Lber of oierchants« whofe riches afioHi- 
fK^gOOd .piUagp to the e^emy, and helped 
to make the enterprife go on with more 
ipiriiL The Cori^cans joined ia the conunon 
cfLukp apd the greateft part of thp ifland was 
c^e Jfaifly dielivered from the tyrant. 

But the Genoc;fe iverp fo wiell comnianded 
by the intrepid Dqria^ and had befides fuch 
aflillanc? from Charles the fifth, who fent 
Arpfxg r^forc^pments, both of Spanifh and . 
Gcroun troops^ that the expedition was not 
entirely eiFeftual. 

. In the cpurfe of this war, fo many valour- 
ous adtions were performed, that, fired with 
the contemplation of them, I am almoft 
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ftuBpted lo foiget tho limitedl faomdlQiofinqr 
pl8n> atid of lay abUitiM^^ Aadti>diffiui|ortlife

The Corficans were now ib violent agtsdc^ 
the Genoefty that they r^oWed with (uie 
accord, that Fadier than return under the de>« 
mimoQ of the repiiblick> th^ would' ihrdw 
themfdives into the arms of the great Tiirk« 
At length however, ^ treaiyvwas condtided 
hetween the Coriicans and Genoele^ «^(^ne 
tageous and honourable for the former, haw 
ingfbr ^uaraixtsee^ his moft Chriiliat Majtfty. 

But, as there wad an inveterate, a«id iniF^ 
^laeahle hatred between thofe two nationt^/ 
this treaty did net long ilibfift; and upon 
Henry's death, the fame oppreflion as for- 
merly, became flagrant in Corfiea^ 

Sampiero di Omano, who had beert again 
for feme time in France, having loft his roy?^ 
mafter, went himfelf to the Ottoman Pte«rtey 
and earneftiy feUicited freflfi affiftance to h^ 
unhappy nation. But the jfaee of affairs was 
changed^ The fame poKtkal views nofen^ 
ger exifted^ and it muf! be a niiriefe Jn- 
deed, when ftates are moved by^ virt»©»

But he was flopped in his career by Ae trea- 
chery of the Genoefe, who had him bafely 
affafliuated, by a wretch of the name of Vi- 
tolli fa) in the year 1 567. 

Thus fell Sampiero di Baftelica di Ornano, 
a Gorflcan worthy of being ranked with the 
moft diftinguifhed heroes. He difplayed 
great bravery and fidelity in foreign ierviee ; 
and with unremitting conftancy endeavoured 

• to reftore the liberties of his country. Thu-

His fbn Alphonfo, and his grandfon John 
Baptift> both arrived at the dignity of ma^^ 
refchal of France^ after which his poflerity 
failed. 

Alphonfo di Ornano, who had been brought 
up in the court of Henry the fecond» kept a«^ 
live the patriotick flruggle for a ihort while ; 
but unable to make head againft the repub- 
licki he retired from the ifland and iettled 
in France* 

The Genoefe were thus again put in pof^ 
fcffiGti of Coriica. Enraged at what theif 
had fuffered from a daring rebellion^ is they 
termed it ; and ftill dreading a new infurrec-> 
tion^ they thought only of avenging them-^ 
felves on the Corficans ; and plunging that 
people ftill lower than cver^ in ignorance 
and flavery- 

Their oppreffion became now, if poffiblc^ 
worfe than before. They were inflamed 
with hotter reientment, and their tyranny 
formed itfelf into fomething of a regular

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iy!^em . Forgetful of ct^ery equitable con- 
vention that France had liftabliflicd, ifhejr 
cxercifed, without controuU the utmoft 
rigours of afcbiti^ary power. They perittit- 
ted nothing to be exported from the iflai^, 
but to Genoa^ where, of necfeffity, the Cor^- 
ficans were obliged to fell their merchant 
dife at a very low rate^ and in years of 
fcarcity, the ifland was drained of pirovi^ 
lions by a ibft of legal plunder. For the 
inhabitants were forced to bring them to 
Genoa, fo that adual famine was often oc- 
cafioned in Coffica. 

The Genoefe did every thing in their 
power to foment internal diffeilfions in Gor*- 
fica, to which the people were naturally 
too much inclined. Thefe diflentions oc- 
cafioned the moft horrid bloodfhed* They 
reckon that ho lefs than 1700 Corficans 
were aiTaflinated in the fpace of two years. 
AiTaiBnations were^ in the firft place, a cer- 
tain caufe of hatred among the Corficans, 
and often between the bcft families, fo that 
they would not unite in any fcheme for the 
jgeneral liberty. And in th45 fecond place, 
they could be turnied to very good account, 
cither by confifcating the eftates of the -af- 
faffins, - or by making the criminals pay

by fuch a As of profufidn, as ' nopuft qaicJdhfi' 
flifllpate them. And a ftatc, which harf ao* 
quired an increafe of dominion, thiidcs.its 
fevereignty is not fofficiently manifeflscd,- 
but by fuch ads of arbitrary bppreffion, as 
muft tend to force its fubje(ft8 to throw off 
their allegiance. For however a people 
may, from indolence, from timidity, o» 
from other motires, fubmit for a feafon tq 
4 certain degree of tyranny; if it is long 
ccmtinued^ and pufhed to an exorbitant 
length, nature will revolt, and the original 
rights of men will call for redrefs. ^ 

Th© Genoefe were the worft nation ta 
whom-Gorfica! could have falbn. .TheCor*^ 
ficans were a people impetuous, violtot an4 
bmvei who had weathered miany a ftwm -^ 
and who could not have been governed, bufe 
by a ftate of which they flood fomelvhat 
in aw.e, and which, by humanity aftd pHOH:: 
per encouragement, might, have :conciliat€J<i 
fbcir- affeftions. Whereas, the Gi^oof^.

nefs and confidence, which alone could hayer 
fetufed their attachment and obedience; by 
ifi&piibly leading them to a participation o£' 
liie culture and felicity of civil life, and ^ac*' 
cuftcming them to confider the Genode ^ 
their fellow fubjedls, and friends.

Thefc determlhatidns were wife and mo* 
derate. Without giving umbrage to the 
French, they fecured the patriots from fud- 
den attacks^ or iniidiou^ wiles. The article 
relating to the cutting of timber, was eflcn- 
tially requifite to prevent the French from 
carrying it away to Marfeilles and Toulon ; 
which they, probably, would have done, 
had it not been for this edi£t, which pre-* 
ferved to the Corficans a noble fupply of 
Wood to be ready, either for their own fer- 
vice, or for the feryice of any maritime 
power, with whom they might make an 
alliance. 

The warlike operations of Corfica were 
now fufpended. But Paoli improved the 
feafon of tranquillity to the beft purpofe, in 
preparing for future fchemes of vidtory, and 
in giving perfedbion and (lability to the civij 
conftitution of his country; efiedhiating 
what ages had not beibn able to produce, 
and exhibiting an illuflrious inftance of what 
was faid of Epaminondas ; • Unum homi-

ders with the ftate of Corfica as it how is. 

The government of Corfica is, as followsv 
Every paefe or village, eleds, by majority 
of votes, a Podeft^ and other two liiagiftratcs, 
who have the refpedtable name of * Padri 
del Commune j Fathers of the Cominunity.' 
Thefe magiftrates are chofen aniiaally. They 
^ may be continued in office for feveral yearsy 
at the will of the community; but there 
muft be a new eledion evefy yeir. 

The Podefta, by himfelf, may determiive

In writing this Journal, I fliati not tiW^iny 
aadcrs, with relating the occurrcc^ces of each' 
pjuticulw: day. It * will be much mofe'i^ 
greeablc to them, to have a free and "conti-

For fome time, I hid very curious travel- 
ling, moftly on foot, and attended by a ton*- 
pic of ftout women, who carried my^ bag-» 
gage upon their heads.
